Tndwig’Fieek was horn at Beulin on th Spat of 
May, "1778. Te was raised tothe chair of plila 
“sophy at the University, and chiefly resides at the 
city of Dresden. Ont of his fist productions Was 
entitled, William Lowell, published at Berlin, 17a, 
2 vols. a new edition in 181-6, This was tallowed 
by that of “ Peter Lebygely; or a History with no 
Adventures,” 2 vols. 1798-6, ‘Lhe nest win iter 
Blaubat, an Old Woman’s Story ;" and of sbll 
more familiar sound camo the Booted Pant Cat,” 
“ Pass ineBoots, a Child's Story, with Tnterhides, 
"a Prologtte, and an Epilogae 5" Mout Hélisinns 
of a Monk dovated to Arte Popular” Stones.” 
« Francis Sternbald’s ‘Travels, an old German itis 
-tory,” 2 vols, 1798, Tieek’s powers, however, san 
freed him fiom the danger of indulginys his more 
wild and cceontric splits ho spayed i in xevenal 
works conjointly with A. W. Schlegel, side un ox.

Yet, avlen- 
sive as they are, thes novels constitute only a few 
of his Jively and Mumorous compositions, both in 
prose and yerse, many of whieh are hecoma de« 
servedly popular with the lighter readers among the 
author’s countrymen; with those who delight ra- 
ther in viewing the comic and burlesque, than the 
terrific and supernatural exhibitions of imaginative 
power. Specimens of the former kind have hore 
been selected, as affording at once the most anus- 
ing matcrials—-such as are best adapted to display the 
author's peculiar manner,—and as olforing somo 
degree of relief and contrast to the more hawerful 
and appalling pictures from th¢ hand of Tieck, 

As a novel writer, Langbein will be found to 
rank among tho foremost who have infused a more 
light and animated spirit into their productions, 
since tho revival of the modern literature of Gor- 
many. Ile discovers Joss of a national ahd pecw 
lier tone than most writers of fletion, who have 
aither preceded or followed him; his delineation of 
manners and characterseare more general and wni- 
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versal; the interest attaching to them is more in 
unison with modern tastes and feelings ; while the 
keen and lively, yet. péotl-natured air of satiie, 
thrown over his roflections, presents ws with much 
of the pleasure of honical obsorvativn, without the 
sling.

young croplure, thus enrly attracting the plaudits 
of hor paronts aud , their. friends, kecame almost an, 
object of idolatry in theft” eyes, and thoy spared | no, 
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means of cultivating her uncommon powers to the 
greatest advantage. e 

Nor did she disappoint their fond expectations, 
At fifteen yenrs of age, Mariane spoke tho French 
and Italian languages with fluoney ; painted beanti+ 
fully, and danced still more cnchantingly. Tm all 
the most pleasing feminine accomplishments, she 
far surpassed her companions, for rivals she had 
none: there was ‘an inimitable grace in her least 
actions, which appealed with irresistible powor both 
to the eye, and to the heart, 

Her genuine vivacity and wit rendered her the

fidence, and whose talents he justly appreciated, 
uniformly treating him less like an assistant than 
like & son. 

Unfortunately, thero are always certain busy 
and officious péople, whoke chicf occupation seems 
fo bo that of deciding upon other people's alluirs, 
without possessing, or wishing to posscas, any com~ 
potent information on the aubjeet: so it happened 
in, this instance. Seeralary Richards’ real oleva- 
tion of mind, which induced him thus to indulge 
hfe daughter's tastes and his awn, was regarded by 
them.as ubsurd and romantic extravagnnee, highly 
unjust towards his “daughter, Ho deigued not, 
however, lo notice any of these idle and injurious 
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reports, though he well know their object, and the

Yol T bartered all my lappiness for one fatal 
pressure of those Ifpa; and és I stuad upon the 
verge af Paradise, thea, even then, & Mend, tn the 
shape of an old half-pay officer, canye rumbling 
with his drawn brond gword filo the room, It 
was that hoary-hended villain Northen; ,and he 
presented the naked blade to my brent, unarmed 
us Lwas, and compelled mo to quit the field. Now 
the furies of love and yongeance aro gnawing at my 
heatt;—T cannot rest; 1 shall sleop no move until 
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Thave chastised tho old captain, and she is mine, 
Ter tepulation, at least, is uow in my power; and, 
when onee that is gone, they public idolatry, upon 
which ghe has hitherto so much prided herself, 
shall likewise cease. ‘his it must be our object to 
achieve; and strange indecd if we canot contrive 
to eatch her, aa she falls from the pimaele of pab- 
Vie favour aud asteam. Whenron all sides, she aves 
and hears herself’ proclaimed as the unfortunate ob- 
ject of my successful addresses,—when her name is 
mentioned only with that of frailty, from the lips of 
all parlies,—when overy possible¢means of escape is 
ent off, and the airy castles of fame and honour fade 
from views then colnes my Nour of triumph, — Per~ 
eciving Chat sho has notiting more to lose, she will 
no longer maintain the struggle; no longer oppos-

to distraction; and that all this grand theatrical 
uproar and opposition is merely fo xuva upped 
ances to the publiew At the aame time, bind aver 
your audience to strict secresy, whieh cannot fail 
to give the fiction wings, more effectually than 
our utmost efforts to bruit it abroad, Take eare to 
forge proper love-letters from Marianne to me, 
Drop one or two by accident in ‘the stroul, or in 
houses when occasion offers; aid whon questioned 
on the subject, give out that the fleree old enptain 
is also one of her favonred lovers, 

“Tn short, mystify the trath in such a manner 
with thy inextricable wobs of lies, as ta defy ull 
attempts at discovery ; while, on my side, [ will not 
be idle.
